It was laid out in 1935-1037 and looks much as it did 
in 1963. Tlie presidential motorcade passed down Main 
Street, turned north onto Houston for one block, then 
turned left onto Elm. At 1230 ru, as the limousine 
traveled in the middle lane towatd die triple under- 
pass. shots rang out; Governor John Connally win 
wounded and President John E Kennedy was killed.

The Sixth Floor is a permanent educa- 
tional exhibition examining the lile. death 
anil legacy of John F. Kennedy within the 
context of American history. It was created 
to meet widespirad visitor demand lor 
information and understanding about a 
tragic hut important event. The 9.000 
m pin re-fool display is located on the sixth 
ll«M»r of the former Texas Sc hnnl Book 
Depository, now' the seat of Dallas Count v 
govenuneni. Historic photographs, orig- 
inal interviews, artifacts, 40 minutes of 
spec iallv-i ommivnoned dorunientary 
films and interprrlivr displays help rhose 
w ho remember come to grips with a 
powerful memory, and educate younger 
audiences about the meaning of an unfor- 
gettable chapter in American history. 

No original evidence is on display; all 
materials in the exhibition are suitable 
for family viewing.

Sixth Floor. The exhibition takes individuals back into 
the 1960s, thnmgh the trip to Dallas and the assassi- 
nation and die quarter-century of investigations dial 
followed. Ii ends with information and commcntan 
on ihe legal v. m the n;Uion and the world, of John F 
Kennedy's programs, hi.s lile and his death. 

The Sixth Floor is a thoughtful and moving cxjieri- 
ence requiring nearly 75 minutes to view adequately. 

In respect to fellow visitors, no photography is allowed 
m the exhibition. At die conclusion of the display, 
visitors may write their own recollections and thoughts 
in memory books, which will remain an integral pan 
of the historic record. 

Ihe audio tour, including oral history interviews 
with many participants in the events of the era, gives 
an added dimension to die visitor's expetiem e
